S O. 609 . -Hi exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (I) of section 21, read with section 7, of the 
Coinage Act, 1906 (3 of 1906), the Central Government hereby makes the followingrules, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement :(1) These rules may called the Coinage (Standard Weight and Remedy 
of the Commemorative Coins) of One rupee (containing copper 75% and nickel 25%) coined on the theme 

“CARE FOR THE OrRL CHILD” (on the occasion of celebration of the SAARC Year of the Girl Child, 
1990) Rules, 1990. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Olficial Gazette, 

2. Standard Weight and remedy allowed on the Coin :—The standard weight ofthe coin on thetheme “CARE 
FOR THE GIRL CHILD”, to be issued in the denomination specified in column (1) of the Tabic below on the oc¬ 
casion of the celebration ofthe SAARC Year of the Girl Child, 1990 under the provisions of section 6 ofthe said 
Act, and the remedy allowed in making such coin shall be as specified in the corresponding entries in columns (2) 


and (3) respectively ofthe said Table.

DESIGN ; — 

Obverse : This face of the Coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with Legend siq#” 

inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word “wrm" and on the right upper periphery with 
the word “INDIA”, It shall also bear the denominational value “1” in international numerals flanked on the 
left lower periphery with the word “wn” and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEE”. The outer 
shape of coin shall be circular and inner shape of coin shall be heptagonal. 

Reverse : This face of the coin shall have the theme “Care for the Girl Child”. The Girl Child shall be shown 
in the Centre. The Logo of the SAARC will be on the left hand bottom side of the child, and above the right band 
side of the child shall be sun. There shall be inscription “SAARC Y EAR 1990” in the international numerals below 
the SAARC emblem and girl child on the right periphery of the coin shall be inscribed with the inscription “CARE 
FOR THE GTRL CHILD” and on the left periphery with the inscription “tjxitpsr srrfim ’tfimt in ti”. The outer 
shape of coin shall be circular and inner shape of the coin of both the sides shall be heptagonal.
